To Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, cha irma n of the Presi­ 
dent s Council of Economic Advisers, should go some 
kind of a wa rd—sa y , a couple of million bushels of 
unsiored whea t—for inventing a term to describe the 
current economic sta te of the country ’—“ dis-infla tio n.” 
It Is a w’onderful word. 
Dr. Nourse rea lizes, even 
;f his fellow-Councilma n Leon Key serling does not, 
tha t the postwa r infla tio n ha s ha lted. 
On the other 
ha nd, he w^ould not go so fa r a s to sa y tha t w’e a re 
m a “ recession,” certa inly not In a depression. 
In 
fa ct, he sees nothing to be a la rmed a bout in recent 
price declines ‘‘unless people get jittery a nd get out 
of the ma rket.” 
W ha t is going on now Is a long over­ 
due corrective process, which, if It continues In 
modera tlcm, could be a ver>’^ good thing for the na tiona l 
economy . 


This view strikes us a s sound a nd sensible. 
Dr. 
Nourse ha s refra ined from ta king pa rt in the Key ser- 
iing-Tnim a n ca mpa ign to persua de Congress tha t the 
recent price decline is only a brief Interlude in a gra ve 
Inf.a tiona ry process which justifies the sta nd-by co n­ 
trols over prices a nd wa ge.s which Mr. Truma n wa nts. 
Nourse is right in ca utioning the public a ga inst 
pa nic, or even jitters, on the ba sis of wha t ha s ha ppen­ 
ed to prices la tely . 


The sha rpest drop ha .s been in the field of gra ins, 
though there ha s been a n upturn since la st week’s 
low. 
The la test estima te, necessa rily unofficia l, of 
fa rm ca sh Income for 1949 Is a round $28,000,000,000.

W’alis of the stom ach and, on reach­ 
ing the lungs, leads to pneum onia. 
A portion goes to the brain pro­ 
ducing 
drowsiness, 
stupor, 
and 
coma. 
D iarrhea and vom iting are 
am ong the lesser evils unless some 
of 
the 
regurgitated 
m aterial 
is 
aspirated into the lungs. T his com­ 
plication is all too frequent, par­ 
ticularly if the youngster is .semi­ 
conscious and not aw are of w liat is 
happening. T he result is a double 
dose of pneum onia. 
T he sooner the gastric pouch Is 
washed out the better because this 
m aneuver lessens the quantity ab­ 
sorbed, but it m ust be done care­ 
fully lest some of the contents find 
iheir way into the lungs. Olive or 
m ineral oil is then imstilled into 
the stom ach for its soothing effect. 
T reatm ent thereafter depends upon 
the condition of the patient. iStimu- 
lants, oxygen, respirator, and trans­ 
fusion m ay be needed.

chloride or lactate. As w ith k ero­ 
sene, afte r-tre atm ent depends upon 
the com plications. 
Ream s could be w ritten on the 
potential hazards of num erous other 
producU in and about the home. 
M edicines are high on the list and 
cosmetics are low, b ut some of the 
latter tha t do not come under the 
pure food and drug laws m ight 
prove harm ful if swallowed. Freck le 
rem overs for example m ay contain 
bichloride of m ercury, am m oniated 
mercurv', o r bism uth while mole and 
w art m ixtures often are composed 
of acids or caustics. 
In certain 
“sk in foods” lead or m ercurj’ are 
included and some hair tonics con­ 
tain a variety of m etals. 
Should any of these articles be 
consumed accidentally, it is advis­ 
able to call for help in case the 
preparation is poisonous. F atalities 
from this source are rare; never­ 
theless, prc#!ucts of this sort should 
be k ept out of reach of busy little 
hands.

In a .secret huddle with Secretary 
of S tate Aciieson the Stm ate Ptinugn 
Relations Com m ittee the other day 
explored every com m a and .semi­ 
colon in the Nortli A tlantic 
Pact. 
This is the im iiorlant alliance tha t 
could plunge the United States into 
war If one of the European dem o­ 
cracies should be attack ed by Russia. 


Although the Senatorx were 
pledged to strict secrecy, here 
are the highlights of tha t im ­ 
portant m eeting: Acheson pro- 
mi.sed to wrrite into the pact a 
clear and expres.sed 
provision

w ar w ithout following the Con­ 
stitutional processes. 


T his m eans It will still be up to 
Congress to declare war.

By .several recent developmeni.s,

President T rum an, in his S tate 
of the Union message to Congre.s.'.. 
.speak ing of his A dm inistration and 
that of Roosevelt, said that during 
the last sixteen years we “have 
been creating a society.” 'W hat tJbis 
society is is not usually described 
by those who prom ote 
it. 
Such 
term s as “New' D eal” and “F air 
D eal” are not descriptive, they are 
slogans, they do not tell us w hat 
the new society is to be. 'Hie term.« ^ 
“.socialism” 
and 
“nationalization” 
are not used as a rule except by 
opponents. One term , "planned .so­ 
ciety,” is u.sed by both prom oters 
and opponents. T hat is probably 
a fair de.scriptive term . It conform s 
to w hat Is being attem pted. 
Planned Society Move Plain 
T he attem pt is form idable and its 
m om entum increases. President T ru­ 
m an the other day praised planned 
society in a public address. His for­ 
m al proiKJsal to Congress tha t the 
governm ent under certain conditions 
go Into the .steel busine.ss is part of 
It. Pillars and plank s of a planned 
.society structure are recognizable 
in m uch of the economic program 
Mr. T rum an has .sent to Congre.ss. 
ITie m ovem ent tow ard a planned 
.society is plain, though the public 
does not fully grasp it. W hile some 
of the stejKs tow ard it are overt, 
such as the proposal for govern­ 
m ent m anufacture of .steel, other 
projxisals are not 
recognized 
as 
planned 
.society. 
Some .steps 
to­ 
w ard it are consequences of nrevious 
steps not anticipated by the plan­ 
ners of the new' society. Some of 
these deveiopmeriLs do not get wide­ 
spread public attention. 
T he m echanism of planned econ­ 
omy is es.sentially the m echanism 
of price support for farm crop.s, 
already in existence. 
How price 
support work s i,. a test of how 
planned economy work s. 
Tlie work ing of price .support is 
little understood by the public, not 
even by all farm ers. An example 
tha t Ls better k nown than others 
and which is especially strik ing and 
com prehensive is price support for 
potatoes. About this there is now 
a record of five years' experience. 
It is a record of price support for 
potatoes- and 
It 
Ls a 
record 
of 
planned economy. For planned econ­ 
omy includes governm ent entering 


nit<> bu- uu‘.s.s, as Ls propo.^ed -about 
steel. And for five years the govern­ 
m ent ha.', been in the potato bu-.i- 
ness. It has bought and s<jld far 
m ore 
potatoes than 
any private 
business. 
O perations In Potatoes 
The record of the governm ent’i 
operatioas in potatoes can be sum ­ 
med up briefly; 
Price .support has m ade prices 
higher than tiiey otherw ise would 
be. T ha t is the avowed purpose of 
price support, tha t is w hat pnca 
support is for. The cost to the pub­ 
lic as buyers of food cannot ba 
accurately estim ated, but obviously 
it m ast be huge. 
Price support for potatoes has 
caused consum ers to get an in­ 
ferior product. Large size grade A 
potatoes have been bought by the 
D epartm ent of A griculture in Im- 
men.se quantities, and sold for w hat 
the 
departm ent 
calls 
“non-food** 
ases. 
m anufacture of starch, alco­ 
hol and the lik e. Lower grade po­ 
tatoes have gone Into the ordinary 
m ark ets for household coasum ption. 
These two effects of potato price 
support, higher price.s and lower 
quality, are alone enough to Justify 
dem and by consum ers, who are the 
public, to k now w hat is the pubha 
justification for price support. 
Potato price .support ha.s cost the 
Trt asury^ that is. the public a.s tax - 
payer.s an lmmen.se am ount. T he 
cast last year alone has been some 
$200 million. 
rractlces Shock ing To Publie 
P otato price support has been ac­ 
com panied by practices shock ing to 
the 
public. The governm ent has 
bought potatoes a t nearly $3 per 
hundredw eight and sold them for 
“non-food” use at less tha n te a 
cents a hundredw eight. It would 
have been less expen.sive for the 
governm ent, having bought the po­ 
tatoes. to destroy them . The D e­ 
partm ent of A griculture did thii la 
19 46. before public protest arose. I t 
piled potatoes In heaps and drench­ 
ed them w ith k erosene to m ak e 
them inedible. It let potatoes It had 
bought rot in the ground or spoil 
m storage. 
Price support of farm crops has 
been an attem pt a t planned econ­ 
omy under the m ost favorable 
c<m- 
ditlons—billions of dollars In the 
T reasury to draw upon, an arm y of 
employers to operate it. statutes to 
enforce it. If planned economy, a t­ 
tem pted under such favorable’ con- 
dition.s, is not successful, can it ever 
be? And does the public w ant more 
of it?

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Dr. Nourse Realizes 
Inflation Has Halted 


To Dr. Edwin G. Nourse. chairman of the Presi­ 
der.! * Council of Economic Advisers, should go some 
kind of award—say, a couple of million bushels of 
pastored wheat—for inventing a term to describe the 
c urrent economic state of the country—"dis-inflation " 
It is a wonderful word. 
Dr. Nourse realizes, even 
if hi* fellow-Councilman Leon Keyserling does not, 
that the postwar inflation has halted. 
On the other 
hand. he would not go so far as to say that we are 
'n a "recession,’* certainly not in a depression. 
In 
fact, he sees nothing to be alarmed about in recent 
price declines ’ unless people get jittery and get out 
of the market." 
What is going on now is a long over­ 
due corrective process, which, lf It continues in 
moderation, could be a very good thing for the national 
economy, 
This view strikes us as sound and sensible. 
Dr. 
Nourse has refrained from taking part in the Keyser- 
.mg-Truman campaign to persuade Congress that the 
recent price decline is only a brief interlude in a grave 
inflationary process which Justifies the stand-by con­ 
trols over prices and wages which Mr. Truman wants. 
Nourse is right in cautioning the public against 
panic, or even Jitters, on the basis of what has happen­ 
ed to pricer lately. 
The sharpest drop has been in the field of grains, 
though there has been an upturn since last week's 
low, 
The latest estimate, necessarily unofficial, of 
farm cash income for 1949 is around S28.OOO.OOO.OOO. 
That would represent a drop of about S3 .OOO.OOO OOO 
below J948. 
But, when compared to average farm 
rash income for the five years Just preceding World 
Wa- II—$8 400.000,000—it represent* a very tidy In­ 
come indeed. 
How many groups In this country have cause to 
lament an income boost of more than 300 per cent 
since premar days? 


Attention Needs To 
Be Given Small Business 


During its worrying and speculating about the 
•coQOcnlc outlook of the nation, the Administration 
m ight turn IU attention once In a while, to the prob­ 
lem s of small business. 
Specifically, it would be 
profitable to look al the reports of the special Senate 
committee which has been studying that very subject. 
The special committee, functioning during the late 
Eightieth Congress, has covered the subject from every 
ang^e and it has published a good many findings. 
H ie latest concerns small business finance and taxa­ 
tion 
It is full of meat for anyone who is really in­ 
terested in maintaining the American kind of free 
enterprise, 
No b asm ess in this country was bom a full-blown 
giant. 
The great Industrial concerns of today were 
•mal! businesses yesterday. 
The small businesses 
that are struggling along right now are the promise 
of the future. 
They are the backbone of the national 
economy. 
These small concerns are not having easy going. 
In addition to the normal ups and downs of the eco­ 
nomic cycle, they are hampered by a government tax 
policy which does not permit them to plan and prepare 
for emergencies. 
T hey have a particularly hard time 
in periods of Inflation. 
And their mortality rate is 
high. 
There are two ways they can be helped. 
They 
can get loans and handouts from the government, a 
further strain on the taxpayer which only past pones 
iroub.e. 
Or the government can revamp its tax 
structure to ease the tax burden on small businesses, 
thus encouraging them to expand by making it easier 
for them to attra c t capital and finance growth. 
That 
if the approach suggested by the Senate committee, 
and It is a wise one. 
lf the Administration can lay 
aside its hatred for the Eightieth Congress long enough 
to look ai the Senate committee s suggestion, it might 
find ore answer, at least, to how it can best keep the 
nation s economy on a stable basis.

poisoning—* high price to 
pay for leaving toxic drugs 
and household agents within reach 
of our youngsters. There are many 
more that are saved by quick think­ 
ing on the part of the mother or 
prompt treatment by the physician. 
Kerosene is second only to lye as 
the most common mishap of this 
type. 
It is stored frequently in 
"pop" bottles and the unsuspecting 
tot takes one or more sips before 
realizing that he has been "fooled." 
Others mistake the clear solution 
for mater and, from the stories we 
hear, a few must like the taste be­ 
cause large amounts have been con­ 
sumed. The fatal dose Is variable 
and in one series of cases, one tod­ 
dler died after taking only a tea­ 
spoonful, whereas two were not 
fazed by 16 ounces at one sitting 


The ill effects of ingesting this 
solvent are numerous. It is absorbed 
into the circulation through the 
mall* of the stomach and, on reach­ 
ing the lungs, leads to pneumonia. 
A portion goes to the brain pro­ 
ducing 
drowsiness, 
stupor, 
and 
coma. Diarrhea and vomiting are 
among the lesser evils unless some 
of 
the regurgitated 
material 
is 
aspirated into the lungs. This com­ 
plication is all too frequent, par­ 
ticularly if the youngster is semi­ 
conscious and not aware of what is 
happening. The result is a double 
dose of pneumonia. 
The sooner the gastric pouch Is 
washed out the better because this 
maneuver lessens the quantity ab­ 
sorbed. but it must be done care­ 
fully lest some of the contents find 
their way Into the lungs. Olive or 
mineral oil is then instilled Into 
the stomach for its soothing effect. 
Treatment thereafter depends upon 
the condition of the patient. Stimu­ 
lants, oxygen, respirator, and trans­ 
fusion may be needed.

Sodium fluoride is another house­ 
hold poison that might attract 
children. This chemical is an in­ 
gredient of certain roach powders 
which 
aie 
sprinkled 
frequently 
along the kitchen and bathroom 
bakeboard;.. 
At any 
rate, when 
swallowed, the victim encounters 
abdominal cramps, weakness, and 
vomiting 
especially of blood!. If 
the noxious substance affects tile 
liver, the .ikin may turn yellow; lf 
the kidneys are damaged, urinary 
changes occur. The stomach should 
be washed out immediately prefer­ 
ably with the antidote, calcium 
chloride or lactate. As with kero­ 
sene, after-treatment depends upon 
tile complications. 
Reams could be written on the 
potential hazards of numerous other 
products in and about the home. 
Medicines are high on the list and 
cosmetics are low. but some of the 
latter that do not come under the 
pure food and drug laws might 
prove harmful lf swallowed. Freckle 
removers for example may contain 
bichloride of mercury, ammoniated 
mercury, or bismuth w hile mole and 
wart mixtures often are composed 
of acids or caustics. 
In certain 
"skin foods" lead or mercury are 
included and some hair tonics con­ 
tain a variety of metals. 
Should any of these articles be 
consumed accidentally, It Is advis­ 
able to call for help In case the 
preparation is poisonous. Fatalities 
from this source are rare; never­ 
theless, prdbucts of this sort should 
be kept out of reach of busy little 
hands.

In this condition, the surfaces 
lining the joints become roughened 
and swollen thru years of wear and 
tear. Tile weight-bearing structures 
are most likely to be affected. Dis­ 
tress is aggravated by activity and 
is usually lessened by heat and rest.

Mrs. O. wTites: My little boy has 
been down with rheumatic fever 
few four months. His temperature 
is always 96 to 97 degrees and I 
was told that a low temperature 
like this is worse than one above 
normal. Will you set me straight 
on this?

These readings may be normal 
for this youngster, especially if they 
are taken in tile morning. At least, 
they ane preferred to fever. More 
important considerations in your 
child s case Is whether he has any 
complaints, an average amount of 
pep, and a good appetite.

Irish Minister Minces No Words Why Ireland Won't Join North Atlantic Pact; 


Split In Politburo Revealed; Lie Comment Irks State Department 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23—All the 
diplomats in Dublin can’t persuade 
pugnacious, little Ireland to Join the 
North Atlantic pact—if it means 
signing up as an ally of Great Bri­ 
tain. 
This has been made clear in sim­ 
ple, blistering Irish. 


Writing lo members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee. 
Irish 
Minister 
Sean 
Nunan explained bluntly that 
his Government couldn't enter 
“any military alliance involving 
Joint military action with tho 
state which was responsible for 
the partition of Ireland (and) 
which continues to occupy a 
portion of the country with Its 
armed force." 


In red-pepper language, Nunan 
continued: “No Irish Government 
could possibly expect to find the 
necessary support for a policy In­ 
volving military alliance with a 
power that continues to lend sanc­ 
tion tacit or active, to evils of the 
very kind which it Is the objective 
of the proposed North Atlantic Pact 
to oppose and prevent." 


Capital News Capsules 


DIVISION IN MOSCOW—Uncen­ 
sored diplomatic dispatches now re­ 
port at least two distinct cleavages 
inside the Soviet Politburo. The 14 
Soviet leaders are split over "war or 
peace.” A number of the younger 
men around Stalin and Molotov 
think war will come this summer 
because the United States is headed 
for a depression. But another fac­ 
tion is eager for U. S. appeasement 
because American public opinion has 
become so strongly anti-Russian.

Secret Discussion On Fact 


In a secret huddle with Secretary 
of State Acheson tile Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee the other day 
explored every comma and semi­ 
colon in the North Atlantic Pact. 
This is the important alliance that 
could plunge the United States into 
war if one of the European demo­ 
cracies should be attacked by Russia. 


Although the Senators were 
pledged to strict secrecy, hero 
are the highlights of that im­ 
portant meeting: Acheson pro­ 
mised to write Into the pact a 
clear and expressed 
provision 
that this country cannot go to 
war without following the Con­ 
stitutional processes. 


This means it will still be up to 
Congress to declare war. However, 
the State Department will assure 
the world that a solemn treaty, rati­ 
fied by Congress, can be taken as a 
strong warning that Congress will 
act. Although the exact wording 
hasn’t been decided, the pact will 
state 
essentially 
that 
aggression 
against any of the signatory na­ 
tions will be considered as aggres­ 
sion against them all. 


Some Senators, led by Massa­ 
chusetts’ Henry Cabot Lodge, 
wanted 
the 
pact 
even 
more 
ironclad. On the other hand the 
question was raised whether a 
statement 
by 
the 
President 
wouldn't do just as well, warn­ 
ing that aggression against the 
Western democracies would be 


eonsidered an unfriendly act to­ 
ward this country. The idea 
would Im* to lay down a Monroe 
Doctrine for Europe. 


Arkansas’ Senator William Ful- 
bright asked whether civil war, in­ 
cited by the Communists, would be 
considered as aggression since our 
own country was born in revolution. 
Florida’s Senator Claude Pepper, 
on the other hand, expressed worry 
over setting a precedent of regional 
alliances. He wanted to know wheth­ 
er other alliances in the Far East 
and Mediterranean might follow 
and tear the heart out of the United 
Nations. 


Quibbles Waste Time 
These and other questions were 
left partly in the air. So much of 
the time was exhausted over tech­ 
nical points, such as whether the 
word "any" should be considered 
singular or plural, that Senator 
Fulbright finally pleaded that they 
get on to the main issue. 
There was,only one mild flare-up 
—when Senator Brien McMahon of 
Connecticut warned that the 'ssuc 
would be raised again on the Senate 
floor that this country cannot pledge 
to fight, since it is up to Congress 
to declare war. This has already 
been brought up by Senators Tom 
Connally and Arthur Vandenberg. 
Too much reiteration, warned Mc­ 
Mahon, might creat distrust 'n Eu­ 
rope. 
"What reiteration?” snapped Van­ 
denberg, toughly. "Oh,” shrugged 
McMahon. "I mean what the Presi­ 
dent has been saying."

Sam's idea was that 
if somebody made it, he could sell it. 
Ile traveled in an automobile, on 
trains, even on planes. Ile knew 
buyers in every town. 
Then Sam hit hard times along 
in 1940. The rest of the country was 
beginning to do fine, but nobody 
needed a salesman. 


“A salesman, they nrrdrd like 
a wooden leg," Sam said lo me 
when we met in Lindy’s. 


"You remember! 
They used to 
say the customer is always right, 
even if he talked like a dope. So 
came the day when every customer 
is a dope. ‘You can have it in six 
months.' ‘You Rot a priority? No 
priority—no goods.* 'We can’t prom­ 
ise nothing!’ Go talk to Uncle Sam. 
He’s running this business.’ 
“You need a salesman for such a 
business? The managers, they never 
get fired. They got big expense ac­ 
counts to use for income tax de­ 
ductions. 
We salesmen, we don’t 
make enough for Income tax deduc­ 
tions. So we ate our drawing ac­ 
counts. 
That ain’t selling and a salesman 
must sell. It’s iii his blood. So what 
can I do? I try this and that and 
in the end, I say to hell with it and 
I get into the army. There I get 
into tile PX business and what 
should I find? Tile captain can’t sell 
how lo display, how to keep ac­ 
counts. I make a deal. I do his 
business. From beginning to end, 
here and fliere, on land, on sea, in 
the air. I’m a salesman. 
"So I come home. They got pros­ 
perity. They got shortages. They 
ain’t got no goods. 
They got a 
backlog. For me. that backlog Is a 
backache. It’s like my old lady’s 
lumbago, it always hurts when you 
can’t afford it. 


“So I join with UNRRA and 
they send be to China where I 
count rice bags in a god ow ii. 
The same rice hags sit there for 
months. 
Every 
day 
I 
rount 
them. Every day. Chinese starve 
to death without Hee. 
But I 
only count the bags. In the end,, 


the rats eat the rice. They don't 
die. 


"So I come home again. I look 
around. A salesman! Who needs a 
salesman? They’re sending so much 
to Europe, they only got shortages 
here. I get a car. I ride round the 
country. Look! 'Hie only salesman 
anybody sees is in those comic strips 
about Dag wood Barnstead, the guy 
with a blonde wife who don’t grow' 
older. It shouldn’t happen to me. 
No! Nobody needs a salesman! 


“People buy by themselves. 
They buy bv telephone, by mail, 
by telexrapli. 
They buy what 
they ran get. The stuff is good. 
The stuff is bad. Ifs substitutes. 
I fs schlact. It ain’t buying. Ifs 
begging. 


“You know’ what a black market 
is? It ain’t nothing. The grey mar­ 
ket, that’s business. I get into the 
grey market. I manage to get my 
hands on some stuff and I hold it 
until a guy cries for mama, I should 
sell it to him. Business ain’t bad. 
If only I had more capital—but I 
find a guy who knows everything 
because he once worked in the gov­ 
ernment in the war. He was wise to 
where stuff was. So we did business. 
Yes, I was selling, but it took noth­ 
ing. There was no art in this bus­ 
iness. It ain’t selling when a guy 
wants to buy. It’s selling when he 
wants to throw you out but gives 
an order before he says, ’You should 
break a leg before you call again.’ 
".So this grey market business 
b le a k s my heart, but the lit tit* wo­ 
man gets a mink coat. 
Also, she 
gets a diamond ring. Also I get a 
television set. What should I do 
with the cash money the customers 
give me? 


"Well, it ain’t like that today. 
That backlog is finished. When 
you go to a customer, he talks 
inflation, deflation, disinflation, 
plateau. The customer is a smart 
man. Ile don’t know if maybe 
he wouldn’t be smarter if he 
will wait till he sees what Tru­ 
man will do, if he will do it. 


“I wait for an opening. Then I 
scil him my order. I’m a salesman 
again. I sell to people who don't 
want to buy. I put my heart in it. 
I ts hard work but ifs my business. 


Trend Toward "Planned 
Society" Not Fully Grasped 


■By MARK SULLIVAN 


By several recent developments, 
some that are new' and some that 
are consequences of what has taken 
place before, our people need to 
ask, and demand to know, "What 
goes on here?" I refer to matters 
having to do with the country's 
economy. 
President Truman, in his State 
of the Union message to Congress, 
.speaking of his Administration and 
that of Roosevelt, said that during 
the last sixteen years we "have 
been creating a society.” What this 
.society is is not usually described 
by those who promote it. Such 
terms as “New Deal” and "Fair 
Deal” are not descriptive, they are 
slogans, they do not tell us what 
the new society is to be. The terms 
"socialism” 
and 
“nationalization” 
are not used as a rule except by 
opponents. One term, “planned so­ 
ciety,” is used by both promoters 
and opponents. That is probably 
a fair descriptive term, it conforms 
to what Is being attempted. 
Planned Society Move Plain 
The attempt is formidable and its 
momentum increases.President Tru­ 
man the other day praised planned 
society in a public address. His for­ 
mal proposal to Congress that the 
government under certain conditions 
go into the steel business is part of 
it. Pillars and planks of a planned 
society structure are recognizable 
in much of the economic program 
Mr. Truman has sent to Congress. 
The movement toward a planned 
society is plain, though the public 
does not fully grasp it. While some 
of the steps toward It are overt, 
such as the proposal for govern­ 
ment manufacture of steel, other 
proposals are not 
recognized 
as 
planned society. Some steps to­ 
ward it are consequences of orevious 
steps not anticipated by the plan­ 
ners of the new society. Some of 
these developments do not get wide­ 
spread public attention. 
The mechanism of planned econ­ 
omy is essentially the mechanism 
of price support for farm crops, 
already in existence. 
How price 
support works is a test of how 
planned economy works. 
. 
The working of price support is 
little understood by the public, not 
even by all farmers. An example 
that is better known than others 
and which is especially striking and 
comprehensive is price support for 
potatoes. About this there is now 
a record of five years’ experience. 
It is a record of price support for 
potatoes—and it is a record of 
planned economy. For planned econ­ 
omy includes government entering 


into business, as is proposed about 
steel. And for five years the govern­ 
ment has been in the potato busi­ 
ness. It has bought and sold far 
more potatoes than any private 
business. 
Operations In Potatoes 
The record of the government’s 
operations in potatoes can be sum­ 
med up briefly: 
Price support has made prices 
higher than they otherwise would 
be. That is the avowed purpose of 
price support, that is what price 
support is for. The cost to the pub­ 
lic as buyers of food cannot be 
accurately estimated, but obviously 
it must be huge. 
Price support for potatoes has 
caused consumers to get an in­ 
ferior product. Large size grade A 
potatoes have been bought by th# 
Department of Agriculture in im­ 
mense quantities, and sold for what 
the department calls “non-food** 
uses—manufacture of starch, alco­ 
hol and the like. Lower grade po­ 
tatoes have gone into the ordinary 
markets for household consumption. 
These two effects of potato price 
support, higher prices and lower 
quality, are alone enough to justify 
demand by consumers, who ere the 
public, to know what is the public 
Justification for price support. 
Potato price support has cost the 
Treasury—that Is, the public as tax­ 
payers—an immense amount. The 
cost last year alone has been some 
$200 million. 
Practices Shocking To Peblio 
Potato price support has been ac­ 
companied by practices shocking to 
the public. The government has 
bought potatoes at nearly $3 per 
hundredweight and sold them for 
“non-food” use at less than tea 
cents a hundredweight. It would 
have been less expensive for the 
government, having bought, the po­ 
tatoes, to destroy them. The De­ 
partment of Agriculture did this in 
1946, before public protest arose. It 
piled potatoes In heaps and drench­ 
ed them with kerosene to make 
them Inedible. It let potatoes it had 
bought rot in the ground or spoil 
in storage. 
Price support of farm crops has 
been an attempt at planned econ­ 
omy under the most favorable con­ 
ditions—billions of dollars in the 
Treasury to draw upon, an army of 
employers to operate it, statutes to 
enforce it. If planned economy, at­ 
tempted under such favorable con­ 
ditions, is not successful, can it ever 
be? And does the public want more 
of it?

Most Of NLRB Honestly, 
Conscientiously Biased

WASHINGTON. Feb. 23 — If » 
group of manufacturers sat down to 
dinner in a private dining room and 
arranged to fix prices in violation 
of the anti-trust laws, nobody would 
expect the courts to apologize for 
finding them guilty, and certainly 
no one would expect the Judges to 
say they had “reluctantly” come to 
the conclusion that the business 
men had been deprived of their 
right of assembly or free speech. 
Yet Chairman 
Herzog 
of the 
National Labor Relations Board, In 
his 
separate 
opinion 
concurring 
with Messrs. Reynolds and Gray, 
says he "reluctantly” comes to the 
conclusion 
that 
picketing 
in 
a 
secondary boycott case is not pro­ 
tected by the right of free speech, 
but is prohibited specifically by 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 
Nobody was ever protected under 
the free-speech clause of the Con­ 
stitution from inflicting damage to 
the property or reputation of an 
individual if the attack is slander­ 
ous or libelous or exerts a form of 
economic pressure that is forbidden 
by the laws of the land. 
Only the other dny the Supreme 
Court of the United States in an 
opinion by Justice Black, concurred 
in by all the Judges, set forth that 
the argument asserting a right of 
free assembly under the Consti­ 
tution cannot prevail against the 
right of a state to prohibit closed 
shops. 
When there is economic 
pressure accompanying free speech, 
the Congress or the state legisla­ 
ture 
can 
qualify 
any 
right 
of 
assembly or free speech within cer­ 
tain limits. 


Almost Apologetic In Ruling 
Chairman Herzog is almost apolo­ 
getic in his ruling. It is as if he 
regrets exceedingly at tills time to 
have to rule against Hie unions. He 
goes to great lengths to point out 
that he has no alternative but to 
do what the law says and intimates 
in effect that he is sorry the law 
was written as it was or he might 
have been able to reach a different 
conclusion. 
The minority — Messrs. Houston 
and Murdoch who did reach a dif­ 
ferent conclusion rarely ever rule 
against tile unions, anyway. They 
go down Hie labor-union line right 
along. They pointed out in their 
opinion that the free-speech pro­ 
vision of the Taft-Hartley Act must 
be read alone and that the other 
provision forbidding secondary boy­ 
cotts must, iii effect, be disregarded 
because free speech was paramount. 
The paragraph in question in the 
Taft-Hartley Act specifically says 
that free speech is not to be inter­ 
fered with except when there is 
coercion or an inducement to action 
accompanying it in the form of a 
promise or benefit. 
Clearly in a dispute in which an 
employer is an innocent party the 
placing of pickets in front of his 
business may be as free from vio­ 
lence as the hoisting of a placard 
telling his customers not to buy 
from him or advising his banker 
not to trust him with money or 
credit, but Congress has said such 
boycotts cannot be Used against a 
man who merely buys goods from 
another business man who happens 
to have a dispute with his em­ 
ployees. Congress intended to pro­ 
tect Hie innocent third party. To

No such tender solicitude for 
free speech was ever exhibited by 
Mr. Herzog or Mr. Houston ta those 
cases in which an employer ad­ 
dressed his employees during work­ 
ing hours and discussed the Issues 
In a labor dispute. Nor was any 
solicitude for freedom of speech 
ever exhibited ta the case ta which

manager 
happened to visit a public tavern 
where union men were gathered. 
This w’as ruled an "unfair labor 
practice” by the board’s majority. 
Also, only a fortnight ago, the 
labor board ruled that an employer 
couldn't talk with his own em­ 
ployees on the picket line even if 
he* made no coercive remark and 
offered no inducement but merely 
urged them to come to work. The 
board’s majority forgot about free- 
speech protection in that case. 
The inescapable conclusion from 
a reading of these labor board 
cases is that a majority of the pres­ 
ent personnel is honestly and con­ 
scientiously prejudiced in favor of 
labor-union viewpoint and hence 
cannot give a fair administration 
of either the Taft-Hartley Act or 
Its successor statute.
